Reagan to appear before Congress

Battle brewing over city water rate increase

Opposing forces began squaring off this week in a battle over the 
City Council s plan to raise water rates 20 per cent across the board 
The Council has approved the raise and has ordered an ordinance 
Effective date of the increase would be April 1. just 10 days before the 
city’s municipal election 
Last Thursday night the city s water commission called on the 
Council to hold up further action on the ordinance pending a joint 
session to talk about the situation 
Members ot the commission are plainly miffed that their own 
carefully worked out recommendation was*set aside in favor of the 
proposal originally set forth by Gene Wahlers. city administrator 
Under the commission recommendation, rates would be kept the 
same as at present but the free water allowable on the basic service 
rate would be pared from the present 500 cubic teet to 250 c f. 
Users ot volumes up to 500 c f , presently pay $3 25 a month no 
matter how much water they use up to that quantity. 
Critics ot the procedure say the city is giving away thousands of 
dollars worth of water each month They say the present system is 
outdated and that most cities have found it expedient to substitute a 
simple plan in which a user pays so much money per hundred cubic 
teet ot water 
whether he uses 100 c.t.. or /00 c.t . or whatever 
amount 


The City Council would keep the minimum at 500 c f .. but raise the 
cost of water over that volume from the present 35 cents per 100 c l . 
to 42 cents 
I nder the City Council’s ordinance, large users will be hit hard on 
the one hand and tree water will continue to be given away The school 
district for example would be hard hit according to‘ preliminary 
analysis In the 1971-72 fiscal year the school board budgeted $27,868 
for water to service seven elementary schools, a junior high school 
and a high school which are within the city boundaries Based on the 20 
per cent factor the district would have to increase the budget to 
$33,441. up $5.573over the previous figure 
All this came about because of information that the water 
department was not paying its way And what is worse, not setting 
aside the money to finance the cost of depreciation which Ken 
Dawson, director ot public works has estimated at $169,000 a year 
Dawson recommended a whopping 55 per cent increase to raise an 
additional $430,000 annually. The increased revenues, in Dawson's 
view would be necessary “ to provide operating and depreciation lunds 
and provide tor urgently needed capital improvements in next live 
years ” 
Even then. Dawson told the Council an additional increase would be 
required in three to five years 
The commission’s proposal would raise about $69,000 annually 
according to Wahlers figures: the Council’s plan would raise an 


estimated $165,000 
Neither proposal would provide money toi depreciation or tor capital 
improvement which several sources including Dawson say are 
urgently needed 
Wahlers has recommended that the City Council delav thoughts 
about capital improvement “ until such time as a specific capital 
improvement program is approved " 
Dawson is believed to have such a plan in hand 
There is also another issue Members ot the Water Commission 
want to know what their function is now' that their recommendation 
has been set aside As one ot them said yesterday, “ we think we have 
an unusually qualified water commission 
Present makeup ot the 
commission 
includes 
a couple ot 
engineers, 
an 
accountant, 
management specialists, a utility expert 
They are also individualists with minds ot their own 
The confrontation with the Council shapes up as the best ot the 
young year or perhaps tor several years back Last Thursday the 
commission asked for volumes of tacts and figures on current 
operation Depending on what they develop from studying them, the 
meeting with the Council could be one ot the most meaningful ot our 
time 
Observers of the local scene are also not forgetting that the battle 
appears to be shaping up along fairly discernible political lines 
although the thrust is engineering - fiscal financing

Indian sports nicknames 
strike sensitive nerves

NEW YORK—(NEA 1—Until recently, the only time this 
country has even taken the Indians seriously was when 
they surrounded our covered wagons or were in the thick 
of the pennant race. 
But now the American Indians—some American In­ 
dians. anyway—are taking a new look at their image. 
They look for example at the grinning Chief Wahoo sym ­ 
bol of the Cleveland Indians baseball team, and find it 
demeaning, degrading and racist.” A Sioux, Russell 
Means, executive director of the American Indian Center 
of Cleveland, recently filed a $9 million damage suit 
against the local baseball club to prohibit the use of its 
Chief Wahoo symbol. 
“It epitomizes the stereotyped image of the American 
Indian, 
said Means. “ It attacks the cultural heritage of 
the American Indian and destroys Indian pride.” 
This comes as laughable irony to those who have never 
had the vaguest notion that there was anything but harm­ 
less fun in the comic, long-nosed visageo f Chief Wahoo 
Perhaps only if one is an American Indian would the 
thought have occurred. 
There seems no malice aforethought to naming teams, 
from high schools to pro sports. Braves, Redskins, Black 
Hawks, Redmen. Warriors, and so forth. But ignorance, 
in most cases, is no defense in the courts. Nor in personal 
interaction. 
“It is not our intent,” said a Kansas City Chief spokes­ 
man, “ to ridicule the Indian.” 
There are arguments, in fact, to the contrary. Team 
names are often chosen to personify some kind of special 
skill, physically or mentally. “ Lions” and "Tigers” are 
ferocious. "G iants" are overpowering. "SuperSonics" are 
speedy. 
Dodgers” are clever. “ Astros" are heavenly.

“ Patriots,’’ a consecration of “ Saints.” 
I he Indian-like appelations can, in fact, be construed as 
complimentary Boy Scouts consider Indians to be loyal, 
brave, adroit and fonto was practically man’s best friend. 
However, haven't Indians usually been a thing apart? 
Something almost sub-human“:* Our movies, for example, 
have generally portrayed the Indian as a painted, scalping 
savage. A recent trend has been toward such sympathetic 
movies as 
Little Big Man” and such empathetic books 
as the best-seller about the tragedy of Wounded Knee. But 
the stereotypes linger on.
